FEARS INTERNATIONAL WAR.

A dispateh from 8t Petersburg says
Russin fears that an International war
I8 Inevitable unless she can arrive at
an andorstanding with  the Unlted
States in recard to a course to pursue
toward China. The chief object of Rus-
slan diplomatie efforts now, It Is stated,
is to bring the two countries into closer
relationship.

Whether or not it be a fact that Rus.
sla fears an iiternational war as the re-
sult of the contliet In Ching, the possi-
bility of =uch a war Is apparent. The
difieultics and the dangers of the Chi
nese sitpation, in thelr bearing apon
the relations of the powers, are ensily
discermal. The fact of the allies belng
unahle to agree upon o comnamnder-in
chief, so that thoy conld combine tor
a ecampalgn ozoinst Pekin, sugoests
what troubles might arise when the
question of a settlement  with  Ching
comes on for determination,  Then the
danger of International war may e
come sertous unless the powers, or those
of them able to control the situation,
shall have come to an understunding in
regard to the pelley toward Chilng,

The United States and Great Britain
have clearly detined thelr positions so
far as the Integrity of Chinese tervitory
is concerned. 1o the elreular sent by
the Amerlean Department of State to
our furelgn ropresontatives amder date
of July & it was sald that “the policy
of the goverimment of the Unlted States
I8 to seek o solutlon which may bring
abont permanent safety and peace to
China, preserve Chinese teeeitorial am!?

If Russin aud the other powers are
willlug te place themselves in hinrony
with this position there would seem to
be no difieulty In the way of a common
understanding In regard to a course to
pursue toward Ching.  The government
of the United States, there ean e no
doubt, would be very willing to unite
with Russia for careying out the poliey
defined in the Ameriean eirenlar,  This
country wants no Chinese territory. lis
interests will b hest subserved by the
preservation of Chinese tervitorinl and
asdministrative cutity. If the powers
now in possession of Ohinese territory
are satistied with what they have got
and will agree pot to seek  or  selae

pald not at all, Even the Chinese lnugh at
their own soldlers

“Al a recent publle meeting the speakar,
an American, urged Chrinttan courage and
fortitude, saying that his hearers misl
endures hardship and be brave Jike gowl
soldiers, When his Chinese interpreter
came to transiate this passage he Inter-
polated the remark: ‘Of course he does
not mean Chinesa foldlers.’

Maoreoyer, these soldiers know ihat they
are constantly starved in  rations and
cheated in arme and munitions of war by
their superior ocers. Tona and tons of
gunpowder are filched avery year from Chl-
nese forts and magagines and sold to the
fireeracker makers. At the time of the
Japanese war hundreds of government rifles
and even some cannof were in the pawn-
shops.

“Puring the early Boxer troubles a squad
of Chinesn soldiers wia detalled from a
fort to guard the promises of some friends
of mine at Pao Ting Fu, near Pekin, Night

after night the soldiers marched into my
friend’'s compound and eamped In one of
hig outhousen, At last It occurred to him

to request the soldliers to fire a salute, &0
that all Ml«deposed persons might know of
thelr presence. To thia they gravely re-
plied that they would gladly do o had any
powder been glven them, but that before
the next night they would get some powder
uwnd fire the salute at 9 o'clock. Therenfter,
for a week or more, promptly it the ap-
polnted hour, the welkin rang with a tre-
mendoua Jdizscharge of small arms.  But one
night It was omitted and my friend, lnquir
Ing the reason, was told that the soldiers
were out of wadding., It was afterward dis-
coversd that when the soldiem bhad powder
and wadding they had no bullets."
